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Clean-up continuing after ‘freak’ storm 

Expert says damage to trees in the millions of dollars

Didsbury residents are still cleaning up after last 
week’s snowstorm wreaked havoc on the town’s trees. 

While the region can usually expect some snowfall in 
May, last Thursday’s storm brought more snow than 
usual, later in the year. 

Environment Canada didn’t record a snowfall 
amount for Didsbury, but records show that Olds 
received 18.4 centimetres of the white stuff. 

Tree branches, already heavy with leaves, snapped 
under the weight of the snow, downing two power 
lines and leaving Didsbury looking like a hurricane 
had swept through. 

“The damage in terms of destruction to the trees is 
going to be well into the millions of dollars in Didsbury 
and Carstairs and surrounding areas," said Gerard 
Fournier, of For Trees Company in Didsbury. 

“People don’t realize the value of a mature shade 
tree, especially in a city park or a town park.” 

Fournier called the snowstorm a “freak weather 


event,” the likes of which Didsbury hasn’t seen in 
about five years. Even then, Fournier said the snow 
came earlier in May, before the trees had budded, and 
caused less damage. 

There were no reports of injuries or severe property 
damage in the wake of the storm.

“There’s been a few trees near houses but none on 
houses, which is very fortunate considering the num¬ 
ber of branches and trees coming down around town,” 


said Ralph McDonald, Didsbury’s public works fore¬ 
man. 

“We’ve had trees and branches come down before, 
but not like this.” 

Town crews, volunteers and For Trees employees 
worked to clean up the mess from the early morning 
hours of May 24, amidst falling branches and wet 
snow. 

“I had actually woken up at about 4:30 a.m. from the 
sound of my neighbour’s poplar cracking. It was like a 
gunshot,” said Fournier. 

“Initially I told my crew to stay home because it was¬ 
n’t going to be safe working out there.” 

Fournier said residents shouldn’t be discouraged by 
the amount of damage. 

“Trees are pretty resilient so I think people shouldn’t 
lose hope on their trees and cut down a tree because 
it’s been heavily damaged,” 

he said. “The tree is not going to look the same but 
it can survive and it can grow back." 

Local businesses also donated labour and equipment 
to help clear away the debris.

Haskett, wearing blue jeans and a collared 
shirt, did not speak during last Wednesday’s 
court session.

The last of two accused charged in the 
abuse of Didsbury family i>et Daisy Duke has 
admitted his guilt in court ;uul will l>e sen¬ 
tenced in August. 

Daniel Charles Haskett, 19, pleaded guilty 
before Judge I.F. Kirkpatrick in Didsbury 
provincial court on May 211 to charges of 
causing unnecessary suffering to ;u» animal 
and obstruction of police. He will Ik 1 sen 
tenced Aug. 1. 

Lab-collie cross Daisy Duke received fatal 
injuries at the hands of Daniel Charles 
Haskett and a young offender after she was 
run over outside Hasketts home on Oct. 7. 

During the May 23 court session, Crown 
prosecutor Gordon Haight read from an 
agnvd statement of facts. He siiid Haskett 
and a young offender decided to kill the dog, 
a Haskett family pet, after the young offend¬ 
er accidentally ran it over with las car. 

“Haskett did not want to tell lvls mother 
(the dog’s owner) because he was worried 
about his mother not liking (the young 
offender), and the two wanted to remain 
friends,” said Haight. 

After finding the dog “whimpering and 
cowering" under the vehicle, Haskett put a 
tow rope around its neck and dragged it into 
the garage. 

The pair then placed a plastic bag over the 
animal’s head. When it resisted, Haskett duct- 
taped its mouth and legs. 

The young offender then stnick the animal 
in the head with a shovel. The pair then 
decided the young offender would drag the 
animal by the towrope behind his car. 

The animal was draggl'd several blocks 
and then run over a second time before being 
left on the street, where it was found by 
bystanders. 

The attending veterinarian put the still liv¬ 
ing animal down at the scene. Haight said 
although Haskett did not drag the dog behind 
the car, he was party to that part of the 
offence. 

The animal suffered numerous injuries, 
including a fractured skull, i>el\is, lumbar 
spine, severe ‘road rash’ on its body, and pro¬ 
fuse bleeding. 

After police followed the blood trail to 
Haskett's residence, he Ik'd to investigators 
about the animal’s whereabouts, saying it 
had run away. 

Haskett also subsequently advised the 
young offender to lie to police about the inci¬ 
dent. 

Judge Kirkpatrick ordered psychiatric and 
psychological reports prepared on Haskett, 
who remains free on bail. He faces a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of six months in jail and/or a 


“All along he felt really badly alxiut what 
happened,” said Takada “It’s not like they 
kidnapped the dog or they did something bad 
to someone else’s dog. It started as an acci¬ 
dent." 

Takada said he could not comment on a 
possible sentence until the presentence 
reports an 1 prepan'd. 

“If the re|H>rt.s are positive, obviously I’m 
going to be six-king the most lenient outcome 
possible. If the reports are more negative he 
may have to face the consequences of jail," 
he said. 

Seven months after a severely injured yet 
still conscious Daisy Duke was dragged by 
the neck through the streets of Didsbury, 
Tamara Chaney remains haunted by the 
vision. 

“I think about Daisy every day,” said 
Chaney, a Didsbury resident. “It’s very 
heartbreaking. I don’t think there will ever 
be closure for me. It will be with me all the 
time.” 

Following Daisy’s death, Chaney and 
friends and supporters across Canada and 
beyond collected more than 100,000 signa¬ 
tures on a petition calling for tougher animal 
abuse laws. The petition eventually made its 
way all the way to the House of Commons. 

Following court last wix>k, Chaney, who 
sat sobbing when the details of Daisy’s terri¬ 
ble death were read out in court, said Haskett 
should be jailed. 

“I would like to six' him punished to the full 
extent of the law,” said Chaney. 

She said the petition was.oye of the few 
positive tilings to come out of the case, 
which has garnered international media 
attention. 

About a dozen animal rights protesters 
were on hand for Wednesday’s court session. 

One of the protesters placed a stuffed 
toy dog covered in red paint with its paws 
duct tapped on the ground outside the 
court house. Beside the dog a protester 
hail laid a shovel, also covered with red 
paint.. 

The young offender pleaded guilty Apr 18 
to a charge of causing unnecessary suffering 
to an animal. He was sentenced May 10 to 
two years probation and ordered to complete 
240 hours community service.

May long

Law enforcement offi¬ 
cers around the 
province are still tally¬ 
ing the numbers of inci¬ 
dents that kept them 
busy during the May 
long weekend. 

The first long 
weekend of the summer, 
May 19 to 21 this year, 
usually keeps RCMP and 
other law enforcement 
officers on their toes as 
partygoers launch the 
season. 

The Alberta Sheriff 
Highway Patrol had 
extra officers on duty to 
crack down on unsafe 
drivers, laying over 
1,300 charges in four 
days. Nearly 800 of 
those charges were 
speeding violations, and 
there were 54 Gaming 
and Liquor Act viola¬ 
tions. 

Didsbury RCMP were 
also busy over the week¬ 
end. Although the 
detachment hasn’t final¬ 
ized all the statistics, 
one officer alone exe¬ 
cuted nine warrants, 
five of which were 
arrests. The same offi¬ 
cer reported two liquor 
act violations, one count 
of public intoxication 
and seven instances of 
failure to provide docu¬ 
mentation. 

“It was a very busy 
weekend. These are 
stats from one guy. 
Times that by nine and 
you’ll get an idea of how 
busy we were,” said Sgt. 
Kevin O'Dwyer. 

Mountain View- 

Regional Emergency 
Services set up an ambu¬ 
lance and crew mem¬ 
bers near the Burnt 
Timber gas plant in the 
Sundre area from May 
1(5 to May 21. 

A total of 120 hours 
were spent in the west 
country, during which 
the crews responded to 
31 calls. 


Town’s guiding plan nearing approval 

Date set for final public hearing

Didsbury's Municipal 
Development Plan is in 
the final stages of 
approval, with one last 
public hearing scheduled 
for June 19. 

Town council gave first 
reading to the plan at its 
May 15 meeting. A year in 
the making, the MDP will 
guide development in 
Didsbury for the next 20 
years. 

Residents have 

reviewed and commented 
on two drafts of the docu¬ 
ment at public hearings in 
October and January, and 
the municipal planning 
commission and town 
council have conducted 
extensive reviews of the 
document. 

Since the first draft was 
unveiled, the MDP has 


undergone changes to 
reflect residents’ desires 
and concerns. 

Protecting Didsbury’s 
downtown is a key tenet 
of the document, and 
important to residents. 
The MDP will require a 
downtown area redevel¬ 
opment plan to control 
the image and identity of 
this area. 

The MDP also calls for 
guidelines on new devel¬ 
opment in other areas of 
town, which are currently 
being drafted by City of 
Airdrie planners contract¬ 
ed by the town. 

These guidelines will 
provide direction on 
appropriate styles and 
materials throughout 
town to maintain a cohe¬ 
sive look to Didsbury’s 
neighbourhoods. 

Throughout the MDP 
drafting process, town 
council has emphasized 


the need for the plan to 
be an active document, 
and as such, it will con¬ 
tain prioritized actions to 
help Didsbury achieve its 
goals and require periodic 
review and amendment. 

Comments from 

Didsbury’s town hall 
meeting in March indicat¬ 
ed the MDP is on track by 
promoting a variety of 
types of housing and 
requiring area structure 
plans for all new neigh¬ 
bourhoods to ensure they 
fit with the rest of the 
town. 

The plan doesn’t 
address resident con¬ 
cerns over market-driven 
issues like diversifying 
commercial and industri¬ 
al businesses and the 
issue of big-box retailers. 

Residents have also 
expressed concerns 
about Didsbury’s green 
space and lack of an 


interconnected trail sys¬ 
tem. These issues aren’t 
addressed in the MDP, but 
will be included in an 
open space master plan to 
be created in the future. 

The MDP is one of a 
series of plans and 
processes guiding the 
future of Didsbury. The 


town will work with 
Mountain View County on 
an Inter-municipal 

Development Plan and 
annexation next. 

Residents can contact 
the town office at 335- 
3391 to inquire about 
obtaining the latest draft 
of the MDP.

Walter Scheldt probably dad both being patients in 
wouldn’t be in Didsbury the school, so the school, 
today if not for the old 
schoolhouse. 

Scheldt’s father and 
grandfather were passing 
through the area from 
Iowa in 1907 and saw the 
school being built. It 
caught their eye, and two 
years later, Scheldt’s 
father returned to 
Didsbury and bought the 
farm where Scheidt 
would grow up. 

Although Scheidt, now 
76, didn’t go to school in 
Didsbury until Grade 9, 
the school building held 
meaning for him his 
entire life. 

As a young boy, Scheidt 
was told the story of the 
flu epidemic of the early 
1900s. Both his parents 
caught the flu and spent 
time recovering in the 
schoolhouse, which was 
turned into a makeshift 


customers through unpas¬ 
teurized milk. 

“My dad died in 1996 
and the last thing he said 
to me, he said, you know I 
killed lots of people in 
Didsbury because of the 
flu. That was on his mind 
right until the very last," 
Scheidt recalls. 

But his later memories 
of the schoolhouse are 
happy. After spending his 
first eight years at the 
rural Rosebud School, 
Scheidt remembers the 
Didsbury school as a 
kinder, happier place. 

“We had many a good 
time there. The teachers 
were good and everything 
else," says Scheidt. 

“I didn’t get a strap or 
anything at the Didsbury 
school. I got it at 
Rosebud." 

Scheidt credits the 
school principal at the 
time, Ed Wiggins, with the 
students’ good behaviour. 

“Ed Wiggins was a man 
that had great principles 
and wanted his students 
to live by them and I 
admired him for it,” he 
says. 

“He was strict; we knew 
our rules and regulations, 
and that’s the way it was.” 

But Scheidt does 
remember one time in 
particular when the 
whole class was pun¬ 
ished. 

“We stayed in one time 
because we all pretended 
we didn’t hear the bell 
ringing,” he says. 


The old school building 
that now houses the 
Didsbury Museum will 
celebrate 100 years 
this fall, and within its 
walls lie countless 
stories. This year, the 
Review will tell some 
of those stories 
through the perspective 
of the people 
who lived them.

exams. It was June 27, 
and he and his classmates 
celebrated by taking 
advantage of a makeshift 
river running through the 
town.

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On-farm bio-diesel project gets boost 


Funding will promote biofuel industry, say officials 


BY DAN SINGLETON 

Fur the DitLsbu ry Review 


Federal funding for five southern 
Alberta research projects announced at 
Olds College Friday will go a long way 
towards furthering the development of the 
province’s budding biofuels industry, say 
officials 

In all, just over $1 million will go 
towards the projects, including $65,000 
for the Olds College School of Innovation 
to determine the overall feasibility of on- 
farm bio-diesel production in Alberta. 

Wild Rose Conservative MI’ Myron 
Thompson, whose riding includes Olds, 
made the funding announcement at the 
college on behalf of Agriculture Minister 
Chuck St.rahl. 

“Biofuel represents a triple win, for the 
producers, for the rural communities and 
for the environment,” said Thompson. “I’m 
quite enthused about the things that are 
about to take place, that are going to be 
beneficial to the producers, because if 
there’s anybody who needs a break, these 
guys do. 

“Second to that is the environment, 
which is a nuyor Issue in the eyes of every 
Canadian, and to see steps moving for¬ 
ward to address that is really good.” 

He commended the researchers working 
on biofuel technology at Olds College. 

“I’m confident we have the right people 
doing it,” he said. 

The funding is part of the federal 
Biofuels Opportunities for Producers 
Initiative (BOPI) program, which will pro¬ 
vide $2 billion to biofuel projects across 
Canada over the next seven years. 

Tayna McDonald, bioenergy research 
associate at the Olds College School of 
Innovation, said the new funding will help 
“bridge the gap between agriculture and 


energy." 

“The results of this project will enable 
our partners to move forward with 
iletailed business planning related to bio¬ 
fuel production, incorporate industry 
knowledge and investigate new opportuni¬ 
ties,” said McDonald. 

“We have partnered with 11 local pro¬ 
ducer partners in a technical and econom¬ 
ic feasibility assessment of on-farm bio¬ 
diesel production. 

“We are looking at producing bio-diesel 
from various grades of oil seeds, looking 
at different ways to use the byproducts 
that are generated, and looking at the per¬ 
formance of the fuel in farm machinery 
and test engines.” 

The other four Alberta projects being 
funded are as follows: 

• $265,500 for the Western Barley 
Growers Association to evaluate barley’s 
potential in the biofuels industry. 

“This project will give our members and 
their customers a good base of regional 
technical and business information to 
assess their options for investing in barley 
and sustainable energy in Canada,” said 
Terry Young, chair of the Alberta Barley 
Commission. 

• $204,500 for BTE Biotrend Energy Inc. 
of Balzac to access, develop and demon¬ 
strate mobile bio-diesel refining opportu¬ 
nities. 

Keith Jones, with BTE, said the compa¬ 
ny has already completed its pre-feasibili¬ 
ty assessment of the business case for 
mobile refining of canola seed into high 
quality bio-diesel and canola meal. 

The company’s mobile bio-diesel refin¬ 
ery initiative is exploring the gap between 
conventional industrial scale bio-diesel 
production and micro-scale home brew 
bio-diesel production by identifying, 
assessing and testing on a pilot scale the 
feasibility of commercial mobile-scale

If the supernatural was lingering in the building, Kevin 
Pivert of Erskine, Alta cleared the air as he posted 78.5 
points on Big Country’s Demon and earned 45 points towards 
the rider’s standings. 

Although the overall leader in tin- standings, Neal Wallator 
of Sylvan Dike failed to earn any money, the 45 points collect¬ 
ed for a 78.5 marked ride on Tumbling Dice’s Yellow Fever 
kept him in first place in the standings with 1475 points. 

Rounding out the event’s top eight bull riders was Chance 
1 lutchinson with a ride worth 78 points on Main Event’s Read 
‘Em & Weap. 

Tompkins and Morton each received 285 points in the aver¬ 
age while Windross and Anton accumulated 225 points.
